THE HONEY BEE. 


| How the Little Busy Body Flourishes 
Here. 
N. Wilson in Board of Trade Pamphlet.) 

It would be no easy matter to find 
anywhere within the limits of the 
United States a section of country bet- 
ter adapted to bee-keeping than can be 
found in Los Angeles county. The ex- 
tensive mountain ranges to be met with 
on every hand, and the indigenous 
trees, shrubs and tlowering plants, the 
bloom of which furnishes a nectar that 
produces a perfect honey, rich and 
pleasant in flavor, clear and light in 
eolor, and when properly handled by 
the bee master, possessing a body aad 
keeping qualities that stamp the prod- 
uct as the best honey in the world. 

These mountain regions can never to 
any extent be converted -into orchards, 
vineyards, cultivated fields or pasture 
lands, and unless utilized as _ bee- 
pastures would add but little to the 
wealth of the country. . . . The 
honey-bee gathers the nectar that 
would otherwise be wasted by the wild 
winds, and fits it for the use of man. 
A luxury for the rich, but cheaper and 
better than beer for the poor man and 
his family. 

In this land-of sunshine there is not on 
an average two weeks out of the fifty- 
two in the year that the honey-bee is 
not on the wing and storing honey, un- 
less it be one of those occasional rain- 
less years when the bloom is cut short 
for want of sufficient moisture. Loney- 
bees were not to be found in California 
until after the Americans acquired the 


country. To O. W. Childs belongs the 
honor of introducing’ the first 
bees 


into Los Angeles county in 
1855. He bought some in San 
Francisco, paying for them the round 
price of $100 gold coin per colony. He 
placed them in his nursery on Main 
street, near his present residence, and 
they soon gave him large quantities of 
comb-honey, that he sold readily at $1 
per pound. His success soon induced 
others to embark in the business, and 
quite extensive apiaries were estab- 
lished at different points in the county 
within a period of two or three years. 
There are today about 20,000 hives of 
bees in Los Angeles ‘county, and the 
most extensive and profitable apiaries 
are found in the mountains. 
Angeles city has an ordinance imposing 
a fine of $500 upon any one keeping 
bees within the city limits. fine 
makers object to bees because they 
gather about the wine presses in the 
buildings used for wine making so that 
they annoy the workmen. 
The average yield of honey per hive 
is about 260 pounds for the season. 
Much larger yields are reported from 
single hives, but in any very large 
apiary there is always found some hives 
that are poor honey-producers, and 
thus the average yield is reduced. The 
roduction of beeswax is very large, 
veing much in excess of what it is in 
the Eastern States per hive. The 
reater part of the honey produced in 


os Angeles county is extracted 
by centrifugal force from the 
honey-comb; they are then re- 


laced in the hives and filled with 
coe again and again by the bees. 
The extracted honey is put up in tin 
cans holding about 60 pounds. wo of 
these cans are put in cases, such as are 
used for shipping retined petroleum, 
and in this shape the bulk of the 
heney yield is shipped by rail or water 
either to the Eastern cities or to Eng- 
land. Theprice of honey is lower just 
now in Los Angeles than it has ever 
been before, but it holds its own with 
other goods in the markets. No doubt 
the very low price of sugar has some in- 
flnence on the price of honey. 

Of one thing Los Angeles county is 
assured: that for all coming time her 
mountains can produce bee-pasturage 
that will yield a nectar unsurpassed In 
flavor, in color and in body, when con- 
verted into either extracted or comb- 
honey.

Lord Churchill Leaves the 
Tory Cabinet.

Lonpon, Dec. 22.—[By Cable.] The 
Times announces that Lord Randolph 
Churchill has resigned his seat in the Cabinet 
owing to a disagreement with the Admiralty 
and War Office with reference to increasing 
the expenses of the country in view of the 
existing financial difficulty, and also because 
he disapproved the home legislative meas- 
ures of the Cabinet. 

Lord Randolph Churchill considers that 
Smith and Lord George Hamilton prepared 
exorbitant estimates fer the army and 
navy departments respectively, which are 
uncalled for by the state of foreign affairs. 
Lord Salisbury supported Smith and Lord 
George Hamilton, Lord Randolph further 
considers that the legislative measures for 
Great Britian, proposed for the next session 
of Parliament, are inadequate. 

DEFIANT ATTITUDE OF IRISH PRIESTS. 

Dean Byron, president at a meeting of 
5000 Nationals at county, Tyrone 
today, denounced the government. | e said 
that it a coercion policy Was persisted in, he 
would not be responsible for the peace of 
his district.

. Woman Suffrage Club. 

There was a goodly attendance present at 
the Woman's Suffrage Club on Tuesday, 
notwithstanding it is Christmas week. The 
opening exercises were conducted by the 
president in the usual systematic manner, 
Then came comments by Mrs. Wright, on 
an essay by E. Linn Linton against both 
franchise and higher education for women, 
It was published in the North American 
Review, and later in the Eclectic. The 
English woman thus argues: There isa 
sex both in morality and good taste, asi there 
is in intellect and physique; and circum- 
stance is to character what soil is to a plant. 
The strong, black peat-moss, in which cer- 
tain hardy growths flourish, would kill 
others which thrive abundantly in light and 
{ sandy ground; just as robbins and linnets, 
and skylarks, ‘and nightingales want diffex- 
ent treatment from that which suits kites 
and eagles.” The American womah (of 
Los Angeles) thus comments: ‘ We have 
no information from any source that differ- 
ent treatment is required for the males and 
females of those a irds that fly low, 
or those that fly high. They er, 
under the same conditions, eac ri 
kind.” 

Mrs. Linton og that suffrage will make 
woman hard and bold, and d rounds up her 
period with this query: ‘Has any one seen 


a platform woman blush?” 
rs. Wright answers with truth as well 
as pathos: “Blushing does not always 


indicate either purity or simplicity, but 

quite as often guilt and shame. It js a trick 
of the blood in some faces, from which oth- 
ers are happily free, and never any sure 
test of the within.” 

Discussion followed: ‘* What portion 
of women are likely to be swayed in their 
votin by personal motives rather than 
acinetoldl ” and vice versa, “How is it with 
the opposite sex?”’ 

Then dress reform came again on the 
boards. There was much sharp-shooting at 
the redoubtable corset. It was left intact 
by the members, as without it the reform 
would have to so radical as to stand 
small chance of success, the ladies agreeing 
with Emerson, who says: Many ag 
experiment born of good sense, and des- 
tined to succeed, fails only because offen- 
sively sudden. JI suppose the Parisian 
milliner, who dresses the world from her 
imperious boudoir, would know how to 
reconcile the bloomer costume (making it 
graceful and beautiful, like the Turkish cos- 
tumes at the Bazaar of Nations) to the eye 
of mankind, and make it triumphant over 
amg h itself, by imposing the just grada- 
tions.”

A WAR EPISODE. 


Something About the Killing of Gen. 
Nelson by Jeff C. Davis. 

Ad@ispateh, dated Louisville, Ky., ap 
peared in the St. Louis Globe-Democrat re- 
cently, which purported to give a true ac- 
count of the circumstances attending and 
following the killing of Gen. Nelson by 
Gen. Jeff C. Davis at Louisville during the 
war. J. R. Dupuy, the well-known lawyer 
of this city, resided at Louisville at the 
time of the oecurrenee, he holding at that 
time the responsible position of ““Common- 
wealth’s Attorney” which corresponds with 
our oftice of Distriet Attorney, except that 
itcovers the work of more than one county. 
In conversation with a TimMEs reporter Mr. 
Dupay mentioned that he had observed 
several inaccuracies in the newspaper ac- 
count referred to, and gave some further in- 
teresting details of the event. . 

The year of the occurrence, Mr. Dupuy 
says, Was not 1862, as stated, but must have 
been 1863. It occurred in the main office of 
the Galt House, Nelson’s headquarters. Nel- 
son was making some uncomplimentary re- 
marks upon the military movements of Jeff 
Davis, in the course of which he became very 
abusive, and ended by slapp'ng Davis twice 
in the face with the back of his hand. Davis 
retired, and returned to the hotel about five 
minutes later with two hag pistols, 
which it is supposed he obtained from 
Capt. Thos. Dickson, a classmate of his at 
West Point. Ashe reéntered the office of 


the hotel Nelson was just going upstairs, 
with his left hand upon the lustrade. 
Davis called out: “Gen. Nelson, defend 


ourself!’ and fired, killing his man. Itis 
Mr. Dupuy’s belief that Davis would never 
have shot Nelson for mere words, but to be 
ublicly slapped in the face was more than 
1e could be expected to stand, 

At that time the portion of Kentucky where 
the event occurred was under control of the 
military. The grand pury were, to put it 
plainly, afraid to bring any indictment 
which they thought would displease the 
military, besides which the civil authorities 
were at that time powerless to enforce their 
decrees in Opposition to the army. The 


the mi itary authorities would take any 
action in this matter. Finding that nothing 
was done by the military, an indict- 
ment was found some little time 
after Davis appeared, Thomas 
tibson, his attorney, and William P. 
Thompson went on his bail bond. When the 
case came up for trial, Davis was at the front, 
and a letter was received from the com- 
manding officer explaining the fact. The 
same thing happened for one or two terms 
afterward, the court each time tponing 
the trial. Finally, Thomas W. Gibson filed 
a pardon for Davis, signed by Thomas E. 
Bramlette, then Governor of the State. 
Mr. Dupuy had ample opportunities of 
earefully observing the character and ap- 


rance of Jeif C. Davis, who, he says, was 
in any way 
upon the Constitution or upon the genera! 
With the question of 
the policy of the proposed legislation, the 
Slature should not seriously concern 
itself. Itis in no sense a matter of genera! 
interest, ifin harmony with existing gen-

YANKEE PIONEERS. | 


FIRST NEW ENGLANDERS WHO 
CAME TO LOS ANGELES. 


An Interesting and Historically Val- 
uable Paper by the Veteran Ste- 
phen C. Foster, Read on Fore- 
fathers’ Day, December 21, 1886. 


Mention was made in yesterday's TimkEs 
of an interesting paper written by Stephen 
C. Foster, a well-known pioneer, and read 
by J. W. Gillette at the celebration of the 
anniversary of the landing at Plymouth 
Rock. Mr. Foster told—as no other man 
alive probably is so well qualified to tell— 
of the first New Englanders who came to 
Los Angeles. His paper was not only in- 
teresting, but a valuable contribution to the 
history of Southern California, and Tur 
Times has the pleasure of presenting it in 
its entirety. 

Stephen C. Foster himself is a native of 
East Machias, Me., whose innate modesty 
would have left out any mention of his 
prominent part in the events attendant upon 
the change of flags. We must protest against 
his self-abrogation to the extent of a few 
lines concerning his career. At the age of 
20 Mr. Foster graduated from Yale College 
in the class succeeding that embracing Chief 
Justice Waite and some other men since 
known to fame. He then went to Amelia 
county, Virginia; thenee to Alabama, at 
each pursuing for awhile the vocation of 
schoolteacher, for which he was so well 
qualified. Thence he went to New Orleans, 
and there added to his rich store of informa- 
tion by attending a course of lectures at the 
New Orleans edical College in 1544. 
But the spirit of adventure and desire to see 
and know the wonders of the region then 
known as the great Northwest Territory led 
him to the frontier in lowa, where he was 
employed in an official capacity to come to 
California with the First lowa Infantry, 
better known as the Mormon Battalion. He 
arrived here March 16, 1847, and entered at 
once upon an active sphere, soon becoming 

roficient in the Spanish language. On 

anuary 1, 1848, he was by Col. R. B. Mason 
appointed Alealde of the city, a place re- 
quiring great judgment, firmness. and a 
clear insight into men and their motives, the 
ye then being in the state of transition in- 
cident to a change of masters, and governed 
still by the old ayuntamiento, or Mexican 
town council, under military supervision of 
the American conquistadores. 

“Don Estevan,” as Californians and 
Americans all knew him, has ever had their 
confidence and esteem. He married here into 
one of the ruling families oft the country. 
Until May 16, 1849, Mr. Foster continued to 
discharge acceptably the duties of military 
alealde, when (or soon after) he was elected 
a delegate to the Constitutional Convention 
offis49, which framed the Constitution under 
which the bright star of California was 
added to the national constellation. Long 
may he live to enjoy the evening of an 
eventful life and enrich other occasions 
with the outgivings of his retentive memory. 

Mr. Foster's article follows: 

NEW ENGLAND PIONEERS OF LOS ANGELES. 

The first in order of their arrival was 
Joseph Chapman—* José Charman,” or 
* José el Yngles,” as the Californians called 
him—a native of Massachusetts, who ar- 
rived here in 1818. In that year two armed 
vessels flying the Buenos Ayres flag cast 
anchor at Monterey, and demanded fresh 
provisions of the Spanish Governora, Sola: 
and on his refusal to supply them, landed 


100 men, captured the battery, and plun-. 


dered and burned the town. They also 
landed at the Ortego rancho, in Santa Bar- 
bara county, and pillaged it, killing cattle, 
ete.; also did the same at the Mission San 
Juan Capistraio, in this county. Of the 
party that landed at Monterey, three re- 
mained behind and surrendered to the 
Spanish forces, claiming that they had de- 
serted. They were retained as prisoners 
until the privateers left the coast, when 
they were set at liberty, some of the Califor- 
nians giving-bonds for their good behavior. 
Chapman soon after married Dofia Guada- 
lupe Ortega, of Santa Barbara, and came to 
reside at the Mission of San Gabriel, then 
in charge of Friar Sanchez. He was the 
first American resident of Los Angeles., In 
the spring of 1828 a party of five Kentucky 
trappers, who had left New Mexico to trap 
beaver on the Gila River, separated from the 
new ed gay and with their traps and pelts, 
floa down the Gila and Colorado in 
canoes, until they reached the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia, when they buried their traps and 
beaver, and reached San Diego on 
foot. They were detained as_prison- 
ers some days, and then released 
under bonds. One of them, Nathaniel 
M. Pryor whe was a silversmith, was the 
first released, and was employed to repair 
the sacred vessels in the missions. en 
he arrived at San Gabriel he found José 
Chapman there, a tall, broad shouldered, 
auburn-haired, blue-eyed “Yankee, §fair- 
haired children on | around him, car- 
penter, millwright and general fact tum 
of good old Father Sanchez, who gave him 
(Pryor) a hearty welcome. Chapman after- 
ward removed to the mesa on the Lugo 
rancho, on the south line of this city, where 
the old adobe house he built, and the old 
vines and fruit trees he planted, can still 

seen. He sold the house in 1832 and 
removed to Santa) Barbara, where he died 
about 1849. During his residence in Cali- 
fornia he bore the reputation of a quiet, in- 
dustrious man and died honored and 
respected by all. I became acquainted with 
him in 1847 when he came and remained in 
Los Angeles some three months and built a 
rude yr st mill at the junction of Alameda 
and U r Main streets. He was then an 
old, white haired man, dressed in Spanish 
fashion, but still retained the Yankee 
accent. He was assisted by two strapping 
sons, John Joseph, or in California verna- 
cular, Juan José and Joseph John, or José 
Juan, both now dead, but another John 
Joseph Chapman still lives at La Ballon 
in this county, who combines with the tal 
stature of his Yankee grandfather, the good 
looks of his Ortega grandmother. 

The next two Yankees who became resi- 
dents of Los Angeles were John Temple, a 
native of Hingham, Mass., and Geo. J. Rice, 
a native of Fall River, who came here by 
way of Cape Horn and the Sandwich Is- 
lands, Rice in 1826, Temple in 1828. They 
engaged in partnership in a mercantile 
business and kept store in what is now the 
north half of Downey block and the lot next 
north now belonging to Wolfskill’s heirs. 
They both married women of the country. 
Rice in 1835 concluded that he had made a 
took his California wife and 
children and returned to Fall River, where 
he resided until his death—some 20 years ago. 
Temple died in San Francisco A. D. 1566, 
leaving a fortune of about $500,000 to his 
widow and only daughter. His widow died 
in Paris about two years ago, and his 
daughter and grandsons still reside in that 
city. Temple at one time owned Downey 
block, the Dan Stevens lot next west of it, 
Temple block, the Courthouse and other 
valuable property in this city, as also the 
Rancho. Los Cerritos, of 22, acres, on 
which he kept 10,000 head of cattle down to 
1 when he sold nearly all his prop- 
erty. He began here with a small stock of 
goods, bought on credit from the Boston 
vessels which traded on the coast for hides 
and tallow. He retained through life the 
eareful and thrifty modes of business he 
had learned in New England, always prac- 
ticing the strictest economy, and exact in 
his accounts toacent. The trade then was 
almost entirely one of barter of goods for 
hides and tallow, and long running credits 
had to be given, as it was only in the good 
years, when pasture was good, that cattle 
were fat, when the people would kill cattle 
enough to square up their accounts. Few 


Californians could read or write or keep 


accounts, and so they had to depend 7 | 
the honesty of the trader with whom y 


dealt; but no one ever disputed Temple’s 
accounts. th all his economy, he could 
be liberal in both private and public mat- 
ters. Toevery request for favors or pro- 

»sals in business matters he would give at 
rst a terse and uncompromising “‘No”; 
but this was only to give him time delib- 
erately consider the proposal. If, after 
examination, the subject was deserving of 
charity, it was freely given; and if it was 
business, and there was profit and security 
in it, he was always ready toaccept. The 
Californians all agreed that, although the 
most penurious man with whom they had 
to deal, on all proper occasions he could be 
the most liberal. e following story was 
told of him: Some Californians one night 
engaged in the Mexican game, “Monte,” 
until the ‘twee sma’ hours i’ the morning,” 
when Temple’s. peculiarities came up for 
discussion, and the following bet was made. 
At that time beef was the staff of 
life here, and the beeves were driven into 
town tied by the horns to a tame ox, butch- 
ered and the hide, worth $2 in trade, taken, 
as soon as it was dried to some store to be 
for goods. 

The hour was 2 a.m. and the bet was 
made that aman could not drag a hide, his 
horse moving at a walk, three times on 
Main street, past Temple’s store without 
waking him up. The party. mounted their 
horses, rode be reg down Main street and 
8 opposite Temple’s house. Twice 
the hide was dragged past the store, but the 
third time the store was thrown open and 
there stood Johnny in his shirt and drawers 
ready for a trade. 

In our city archives can be seen a letter of 
John Temple, in which he offered the 
Rocha House, where the old jjail stands, he 
paying the rent $360, for one year if, the 
government officers were removed to this 
city, which had been made _ the capital of 
California by decree of the Mexican Con- 
gress of May 23, 1835. In 1849 he also ad- 
vanced the city $3000 to pay for the Ord’s 
survey, and in 1858 he built the present 
courthouse for a city market, the city to pay 
him 144 per cent. per month rent for ten 
years, on the actual cost, when money was 

ing loaned at 4 and 6 per cent. per month 
on the best security by others. He also gave 
free to the city the old town clock, that 
_s strikes the hours, twenty years after 

Another prominent Yankee pioneer, was 
Abel oe a hative of Salem, Mass., 
who cathe to Monterey about 1829, He was 
a Mexican citizen, naturalized at the City of 
Mexico. By shis criticisms on the official 
conduct of Goy. Victoria, fhe provoked the 
displeasure of that functionary, was ordered 
out of the county, and embarked for San 
Blas. The vessel touched at San Diego 
where a revolution broke out which aahes 
after a slight skirmish at Cahuenga near 
this cityin driving Gov. Victoria out, and 
he went to San Blas on the same vessel that 
was to have carried Stearns. Stearns then 
settled in Los ee om asa trader, and in 
1836 he was elected Syndiec of the city, the 
first American who ever held office in Cali- 
fornia. Don Manuel Requena, a very in- 
telligent man, was elected A lealde who nade 
the first written grants of lots and farming 
lands ever made in this city, and was s8ec- 
onded sony by Stearns, who started to 
straighten the crooked lanes and streets and 
to open new ones, so that Los Angeles 
might become somewhat like a New Eng- 
land town. The old fogies unbled at 
Requena about his grants. ey had got 
along well enough for 50 years with verbal 
tities, and if Pedro wanted to keep his lot 
when the Alcalde gave it tofhim he could in- 
close it and no one would disturb him, and if 
Juan only fenced in 200 varas, instead of 400 
which was given him, and the balance was 
— to José as vacant, Juan could go 

arther out for land—there was plenty of 
room for all. But the climax was reached 
when the Yankee Syndic came to measure 
their lands. Beside the hair rope duly 
measured in varas, he had a contrivance 
he put on a staff which he stuck in the 
ground, and there was a little thing that 
wobbled about and ended by pointing to the 
Pole star, and in the description of the 
grants there were courses and degrees that 
no one could understand. As to opening 
new streets, they had too og 4 already, and 
as to old Lugo, whose cattle, 10,000 in num- 
ber, grazed near the town, would let any one 
in town have a milch cow to furnish milk 
for the babies, and oxen to. plow his field, 
when winter came and feed was scaree on 
the rancho the tame cattle would come to 
town and bring the wild cattle with them 
and break into the vineyards, and the fewer 
streets they had the better. 

In April, 1836, a most atrocious murder 
was commi near town, of a man by his 
own wife and her paramour, and Requena 

shed the case so that the murder was 

uly pers but no judge then in California 
the legal power to inflict the death pen- 
The people rose, headed by a French- 
man named Prrdom, and were joined by all 
the foreign residents, French and Ameri- 
can, and after a demand of Requena he 
called the Council together, who unani- 
mously voted for law and ord , the people 
took the two criminals and shot them. Gov. 
Chico came to Los Angeles in June, con— 
voked the Council, and ordered all who had 
taken part in the lynehing to be disarmed 
and the two ringleaders to be prosecuted. 
Requena reprimanded and _or- 
dered to go slow with his innnova- 
tions, and as to the Yankee-Mexican 
Syndic, although his signature appears 
among those of the Council who supported 
Requena, he was ordered to Monterey to be 
sent out of the country. So, as can seen 
by the archives, he closed his accounts as 
Syndic. and delivered the balance in his 
hands of the city funds, to his successor, 
June 30, 1836, and with a heavy heart Aha 
ceeded to Monterey. He had just fairly 
started in business, had bought the lot where 
the Baker block now stands, and ruin now 
stared him in the face. Gov. Chico got to 
quarreling with the ayuntamiento of Mon- 
—s which ended in his being sent back 
to Mexico, Angust, 1836, and Stearns re- 
turned to Los ngeles. He made one more 
effort to recover the office to which he had 
been elected, but his successor refused to 
vacate. So, from thattime on, during all 
the Mexican régime, he let Mexican polities 
severely alone, and attended solely to ac- 
cumulating a handsome fortune. He was 
elected delegate to the convention: that 
framed the Constitution, in 1549, and mem- 
ber of the Legislature in 1850-51, and again 
in 1858, He died in 1871. 

And did time permit, might be Eee 
longed indefinitely a list and the record of 
many a New England pioneer of this goodly 
morselof Uncle Sam’s dominion, most of 
them to their credit; and if any*failed, it was 
not owing to the lack of Pilgrim do when 
they left their historic coast, but to the mul- 
tiple counteracting and undermining influ- 
ences that met the early comer to this land. 

The Lander, Mellus and Thompson fam- 
ilies, of Massachusetts, have enshrined their 
names in the history of Southern Califor- 
nia, identified with learning, enterprise and 
hospitality, in the recollection of hundreds 
here resident.

HO FOR TOPOLOBAMPO! 


WORK PROGRESSING ON THE 
NEW COLONY SCHEME. 


A Meeting Last Night—Letters from 
A. K. Owen—Difficulties of Transit 
—Many Colonists Coming—Some 
Questions Answered. 


A meeting of those interested in the 
Topolobampo colony scheme was held yes- 
terday evening, Ralph E. Hoyt in the chair, 
W. W. Ross secretary. There were about 
two dozen persons present, a majority 
ef whom were members of the society, or 
erganization, while the others were in- 
quirers. Half a dozen lady members present 
appeared ta be among the most actively in- 
Serested of any. 

The pricé of ¢omposition being high in 
‘Los Angeles the name of the colony will be 
referred to in this article as Tompo. 

Mr. Hoyt, in a few prefatory words, 
stated that/there were now 300 persons on 
the colony, which is situated in the State of 
Sinaloa, 300 miles south of Guaymas, the 
ome nearest railroad station.’ A. 

wen, the originatcer of the enterprise, is at 
Tompo. r. Owen had written a book, 
which could be had for 30 cents. In this 
would be found an explanation of every- 

rs 
Owen, which would now be read to the 


meeting. 

Miss “Henck then proceeded to read a 
letter in which Mr. Owen described his ar- 
rival at the colony by sea. The harbor was 
good, with five fathoms of water on the bar. 

e had made a trip overiland to Guaymus 
which was attended with considerable diffi- 
eulty, owihg to the roughness of the country 
and the troubles with the Yaqui Indians, 
who are at present waging war with the 
Mexicans. Mr. Owen had made the dis- 
eovery that it would be cheaper to buy 
burros than to hire them for a week. Those 
who go overland at-present should go in 

ies of not less than 25 for mugual pro- 
tion. He urged the great impor- 
tance of at once purchasing a steamer, to 
eonnect Tompo with the outside world. At. 
nt, steamers would not land there, as 

t was not a port of entry. “The incon- 
venience of the country lies in reaching 
wrote Mr. Owen. He had met Jesse Grant 
_(son of the late General), who is.a member 
of the organization, Mrs. Jesse Grant being 
av officer. 

Another letter from Mr. Owen was read, 
dated in Guaymas. In it he mentioned that 
ten settlers from Wisconsin had arrived. 
He had purchased a 20-ton boat for $800. 
Lumber was 4 to 5-centsa foot. With some 

urchased he intended to build ahouse, as 

eadquarters for the engineering corps. 
Consul Willard, of Guaymas, had done all 
he could for the colonists. Gov. Torres had 
also issued special orders to facilitate their 
work. All who go to Tompo, before ar- 
rangements have been made for transport, 
must be | : 

PREPARED FOR DISCOMFORTS, 
and must take ample provisions along. Mr. 
Owen had arranged that a limited number 
of men would spread their blankets in the 
hotel at Guaymas, for $1 a night, and get 
meals for 50 cents each. 

This statement caused a lady to inquire, 
in a somewhat horrified tone, whether there 
were nad beds in the Mexican hotels. A 
member jexplained that there were generally 
@ots, but that beds might be ob- 
tained by those of aristocratic pretensions. 

The chairman invited those who desired 
to come forward and sign the roll to do so. 
Nobody \was obligated to go to Tompo, They 
were simply investigating the matter. Ten 
miles square had been secured from the 
Mexftan government. for a city. Parties 
settling have to purchase stock in the enter- 

rise—the Credit Foncier—at $10a share. 

vo stoekholder can own more than 48 shares. 
The idea is that the colonists will grow rich 
together, no man becoming wealthy at the 
expense of kis neighbor. There would be 
no such thing as monopoly, everything 
been carried out on the ne plan. 
The city would be managed by a board of 
directors, ten in number. It was expected 
that every person, male and ‘female, who is 
able, would engage in some employment. 
There would be no saloons and no churches, 
although several ministers were going there. 
Every one would have a right to his own 
views and might hold meetings in the public 
hall or in his own house. 

A member asked whether secret societies 
would be allowed to erect halls for them- 
selves. The chairman thought not. 

At the request of the chairman, Mr. 
Buckner, who had passed a year and a half 
at Tompo, as civil engineer, produced a large 
map of Mexico and explained the location, 
climate, ete., of the colony. There is never 
less than 2234 feet of water on the bar. The 
climate is healthy, very warm 
in summer, but the natives do not work in 
the middle of the day, during the hot season, 
One of the audience inquired whether it 
was

to whicth the chairman replied that he 

searcely thought that possible. Three 

crops R| year can be raised, with irrigation. 
It was further expiained that those who 


might wish to withdraw from the colony 
could Have their property appraised and re} 
ceive the value of it. A man was not 
obliged to put ail he had into the enterprise, 
It did) not cost much to —. With $10 
asharé might be purchased, and with an- 
other #10 alot. A man could work on his 
own house—which would also be the prop 
erty of the company—and be paid by the 
company for his time. Every man and 
Womanh-abie to work was guaranteed protit- 
able employment. 

An inguirer wanted to know whether, for 
example, a ditcher would be paid the same 
asacivil«nyineer. The chairman said the 

uestion of wages had net yet been settled. 

n reply to another question, he said no re- 
ligious ies would be permitted to build 
echurehes. They could meetin the public 
hali, rent free. ““But supposing the hall was 
occupied?” “Then the company would 
build another hail.” A member speaking in 
reference to this subject said, the idea was 
to do away with all narrow, selfish sects and 
have one brotherhood. 


As showing how widespread the interest . 
in this movementis, the chairman remarked__ 


that jparties:had started, or were about to 
start, from Oregon, California, Colorado, 
Wisconsin, New Jersey, Illinois and Maine. 
‘A large club was forming in Chicago. The 
Maine party were building a boat, which 
they would take by rail toGuaymas, and 
make the passage thence by sea. A gentle- 
man named Smith had gone down to inves- 
tigate the scheme, for a_ part of 
forty in Humboldt county, Cal. On 
his return, he would deliver a_ lect- 
ure in Los’ Angeles’ giving the 
result of his observations. 

“Gould a family keep a Jersey cow?”’ No; 
no Gows were allowed within the city limits. 
The corporation would supply milk and 
everything else. “Suppose some one should 
walt something unreasonable. A g 
many cranks go to new colonies,” observed 
oneof those present. ‘The chairman replied 
that such a member would be warned, and 
if he didn’t reform would have to pack his 
blankets, receiving the value of his prop- 
erty. 

“HOW ABOUT TOBACCO?” 
was the next asked. The chairman thought 
the use of the weed would not be prohibited, 
but) a member remarked that if any one 
wahted to chew he would have to go outside 
the'city limits to spit, as no unciean thing 
would be allowed in the city. A lady mem 
ber thought that the moral influence of the 
female colonists would soon wean the men 
away from such evil habits as tobacce and 
whisky. 
In reply to an anxious ne, it was ex- 
plained that no saloons would be permitted 


{the meeting was adjourn 


Whisky, like all other eatables and drinka- 
bles,. would be controlled by the corporation 
and @nly sold at the drug store. In reply to 
a fiifther question Mr. Buckner said that 
r. @wen smoked and took a drink some- 
times, but never got drunk. 
A member called attention to the fact that, 
under the contract with the Mexican govern- 
ment, they were bound to admit to the 
colony a number of Mexicans—not exceed- 
ing one-fifth of the total number of colonists. 
This might complicate the whisky and 
tobacco question,

Sometimes patients feel as though their whole 
head wasin a state of rottenness, so great is 
the amount of matter discharged and so fetid 
is its odor. The patient is greatly annoyed by 
the constant dropping into the throat of tne 
morbid matter from the head, and as a recum- 
bent position naturally favors the flow down- 
ward, his rest is frequently disturbed from 
this cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie 
with the head very much elevated in order to 
sleep with some degree of comfort.

Mission Indians—men, women and children. 
bout 2,000 of them are inhabitants of San 
iego county. For these people the govern- 
ment has provided twenty-three reserva- 
tions, embracing/ 200,000 acres of land. Now 
it is proposed t have Congress appropriate 
ney to buy more land for the Indians.

the Indians are located on Spanish grants,
